Ho seems 
then toliave gone,back ou tbe Salt Lake 
train, arriving at Bmdj.'s plaott again during 
the night, stole tho Bullion «»d saddle, nnd 
came atvar- - The stallion is a finu bay, valued 
at two hundred dollars. When it was missed 
the ranchmen at once suspected Logan, 
.though Mr. Brady refused to belluve that he 
would do It. Xet the theltshowed thatsomo- 
bodv well acquainted with tbe premises had 
committed it, as the dogs would have allowed 
nobody else to come ln,'<"id no stranger would 
have known where_tojook for the saddle.
